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Historical Society to move 
into Farm Bureau building

Homeless since late winter but far 
from hopeless, the Hickman County 
Historical & Genealogical Society has 
finally found a place to call home. 

In mid-February, the Historical 
Society’s building on the north side 
of the court square collapsed because 
of bad weather and old age, leaving 
only a mound of debris and broken 
spirits. The 150-year-old building had 
been occupied by the Hickman County 
Historical Society for the past 10 years. 

Stored inside were more than 
100,000 records, books, maps and 
other historical documents, testament 
to the county’s past. 

With outstanding help from 
the community, about 90% of the 
documents were salvaged from the 
rubbish and stored in the City of 
Clinton’s maintenance building just 
down Clay Street from their old 
location. While very appreciative of 
the location provided, the organization 


was aware this was only a temporary 
solution. 

After much searching and 
deliberation since the building’s 
collapse, the Hickman County 
Historical & Genealogical Society 
has decided to purchase the Hickman 
County Farm Bureau building located 
on the east side of the court square in 
Clinton. On July 19,2013, the president 
and secretary from both organizations 
met and signed a contract of purchase, 
making the property transfer official. 

Historical Society president Ivan 
Potter described the steps being taken 
in preparation of the move as “clean, 
sort, tag, and identify.” 

“We have an assembly line of 
volunteers where we take every single 
item and clean it from rocks and dirt, 
then we sort them into categories,” 
Potter said. “After items are sorted, we 
record what information is available, 
and we take pictures to be scanned into

By as see reported that the purchase of a second collection trailer 
is in process, to accommodate overflow recycled materials. 

During the meeting, the magistrates authorized a payment of 
$25,196.40 for the construction project at the new county judge/ 
executive and treasurer’s office on the court square. This is the 
third payment that has been authorized and is not an extension on 
the original budget for the project, but part of the budget. Judge 
Pruitt reported that the expected move-in date is within the next 
two to three weeks, but he admitted that the estimate may be a little 
optimistic. 

After reviewing sealed bids, magistrates approved purchase of 
various grades of rock for road work from Cal-X; the contract for 
the hauling of this rock was awarded to Rodney Eason Trucking. 

A brief discussion was held during the meeting about the Blair 
Street Park Project. Judge Pruitt noted that the project expects to get 
funding from a grant through the Ken-Tenn Regional Alliance, and 
the fiscal court agreed to match these funds. 

The grant could provide $2,000 for the project, resulting in $4,000 
available for the project with the county’s match. Cherry Pyron, 
who attended the meeting on behalf of the Blair Street Project, 
explained that the funds will be used to upgrade the equipment 
at the park. The equipment currently in place came from the old 
Fulgham School. 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the Hickman County 
Fiscal Court is Monday, Aug. 12 at 6:30 p.m., in the second-floor 
courtroom in the Hickman County Courthouse.

Blueberries are now in season. 
Loaded with antioxidants 
blueberries rank only second 
to strawberries in popularity 
of berries and the highest in 
antioxidant capacities among 
all fruits, vegetables, spices and 
seasonings. Blueberries are only 
approx. 80 calories per cup, 
and very high in fiber, vitamin 
C, manganese as well as a 
powerhouse of antioxidants. We 
enjoy them in smoothies at least 
a few mornings a week mixed 
with plain Greek yogurt, Kale 
or spinach, and either bananas 
or strawberries. 

Members of the Hickman 
County Senior Citizens Center 
were treated to a sweet dose 
of blueberry education as 
UK Cooperative Extension 
Agent Melissa Goodman 
visited on Thursday and gave a 
presentation on the tasty treats. 
Goodman talked about tips for 
buying blueberries, including 
timing. She noted that these 
days, we have berries at the 
grocery store all year around, 
since we import from South 
America during the winter. But 
imported berries that spend 
weeks on the truck aren’t quite 
the same as berries grown in our 
own back yard. Goodman said 
that July is the best time to buy 
and eat blueberries, as they are 
grown in several areas close by 
and harvested in July. 

Goodman also talked about 
the importance of buying locally 
grown berries, and mentioned 
the “Kentucky Proud” logo that 
is placed on produce grown in 
Kentucky. 

Studies have shown 
blueberries to have significant 
health benefits in improving 
brain function (including 
memory loss), the nervous 
system, slowing down or 
postponing the onset of 
problems associated with aging, 
heart disease, cancer, and blood 
sugar. 

According to whfoods.com, 
in a study involving older 
adults (with an average age of 
76 years), 12 weeks of daily 
blueberry consumption was 
enough to improve scores on 
two different tests of cognitive 
function including memory. In 
these studies, three-quarters of a 
pound were used daily. 

There’s no question about 
the delicate nature of many 
antioxidant nutrients found 
in blueberries, however new 
studies have made it clear that 
freezing blueberries does not 
damage their nutritional value. 

Blueberries are one of the 
easiest fruit to prepare and serve 
There’s no peeling, pitting, 
coring or cutting. They have few 


natural pests, (other than birds), 
so pesticides are generally 
unnecessary. 

Tips for blueberry pickers. 

• select plump, full blueberries, 
those that have hints of red will 
continue to ripen if kept at room 
temperature. 

• for faster picking, select 
a bucket with a handle and 
loop around your waist with a 
belt. Hold the bucket under the 
berries while cupping a ripe 
bunch and gently rubbing them 
off the stem. 

• Don’t wash berries until just 
before using them. 

• Do not place berries still 
warm from the sun in a closed 
container. 

• Berries will last 10-14 days 
in the refrigerator. Any longer 
than that, they should be frozen. 
Unwashed berries will freeze 
individually, and can be easily 
poured from containers in 
desired amounts. 

Recipes you will Love 

Blueberry Flax Pancakes 

1 V 2 c. dry pancake mix, * l 2 A c. 
flax seed meal, 1 c. skim milk, 

2 eggs, 1 cup fresh blueberries. 

Set a nonstick skillet over 
medium heat. 

In a medium bowl, stir 
together the pancake mix and 
flax seed meal. In a separate 
bowl or measuring cup, whisk 
together the milk and eggs. 
Pour the liquid into the dry 
ingredients, and stir just until 
moistened. 

Spoon 1/4 cupfuls of batter 
onto the hot skillet. Sprinkle 
with as many blueberries as 
desired. Cook until bubbles 


appear on the surface, then flip 
and cook until browned on the 
other side. 

Blueberry Sauce 

2 cups fresh blueberries (or 
frozen) 

% c. water 

1 c. orange juice 

% c. white sugar 

% c. cold water 

3 tbs cornstarch 

V 2 teas, almond extract 

1/8 teas, ground cinnamon 

Directions 

In a saucepan over medium 
heat, combine the blueberries, 
1/4 cup of water, orange juice, 
and sugar. Stir gently, and bring 
to a boil. 

In a cup or small bowl, mix 
together the cornstarch and 
1/4 cup cold water. Gently stir 
the cornstarch mixture into the 
blueberries so as not to mash 
the berries. Simmer gently until 
thick enough to coat the back of 
a metal spoon, 3 to 4 minutes. 
Remove from heat and stir in the 
almond extract and cinnamon. 
Thin sauce with water if it is too 
thick for your liking. 


Blueberry Cream Muffins 

4 eggs 

2 c. white sugar 

1 c. vegetable oil 

1 teas. Vanilla extract 

4 cups all-purpose flour 

1 teas. Salt 

1 teas. Baking soda 

2 cups sour cream 

2 cups blueberries 

Directions 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees 
F (200 degrees C). Grease 24 
muffin cups or line with paper 
muffin liners. 

In large bowl beat eggs, 
gradually add sugar while 
beating. Continue beating while 
slowly pouring in oil. Stir in 
vanilla. In a separate bowl, stir 
together flour, salt and baking 
soda. 

Stir dry ingredients into 
egg mixture alternately with 
sour cream. Gently fold in 
blueberries. Scoop batter into 
prepared muffin cups. 

Bake in preheated oven for 20 
minutes.

Congressional inaction could halt 
work on Olmsted Locks and Dam

The West Kentucky Regional Chamber 
Alliance held a meeting on Friday, July 19, at 
Olmsted Dam, Ill. Hickman County was well 
represented at the meeting by Keith Akin and 
Daniel Richardson. 

During the business meeting, Charlie Martin of 
Paducah Economic Development gave a briefing 
and update on the closure of the Paducah Gaseous 
Diffusion Plant (PGDP). In the report, Martin said 
that the regional economy will lose approximately 
$1 million per day when the plant closes. 

The United States Enrichment Corporation 
(USEC), which operates the site, plans to begin 
layoffs in August, with 150 to 160 employees 
being laid off in the first round. 

A second round of the layoffs is planned for 
October, with the bulk of the layoffs occurring 
in early 2014. All told, more than 1,000 regional 
employees will lose their jobs. 

WKRCA board members voted to adopt a 
position in support of the efforts of the Paducah/ 
McCracken County community and other 
organizations to lessen the impact of the closure 
of the plant on the community, the region, and 
the state to include the re-industrialization and 
cleanup of the site. The cleanup alone is expected 
to take several years. 

Immediately after the meeting, WKRCA 
representatives were given a presentation 
about and tour of the Olmsted Locks and Dam 
construction site. David Dale, Deputy District 
Engineer, US Army Corp of Engineers, led the 
presentation, saying that the $3.1 billion project is 
scheduled to be operational by 2020 and complete 
by 2024. 

Dale also said that the immediate future of the 
Olmsted project is uncertain due to what he called 
a “902 limit.” He explained that Congress must 
approve continuation in order for the project to be 
active past the cost of $1.7 billion. The limit was 
placed when the project was first commissioned. 

Dale expects that the initial $1.7 billion 
limit will be reached by the end of this year. If 
Congress doesn’t act by then, Olmsted’s 500+ 
workers will go home, and construction at the site 
will immediately stop, striking yet another blow 
to the regional economy. 

He explained that inaction by Congress on 
this issue will result in a three-year delay on the 
completion of the project. This is because the US 
Army Corp of Engineers has other projects that it 
will focus on once the Olmsted Locks and Dam

project is halted. 

After three years, assuming Congress has 
authorized the continuation of the project, 
construction would resume at Olmsted. 

The primary purpose of the Olmsted Locks 
and Dam is to replace Locks and Dams 52 and 
53, which were constructed in 1928 and 1929. 
The consolidation of these sets of locks into one 
will expedite river travel and improve efficiency, 
reducing costs. 

The older dams will eventually fail, but noone 
has an accurate estimate of when that will be. 

The tour of the construction site revealed an 
impressive process, including an innovative 
process called “in-the-wet” for the dam. Sections 
of the dam, called shells, are being fabricated in 
a casting yard on land, then carried out into the 
river and set in place. 

The method has been likened to a child building 
with LEGOs, except that the concrete and 
rebar monoliths weigh up to 3,700 tons and are 
125x102x30 feet. 

Prior to placement of the shells, the bottom 
of the river is graded, a sheet pile cut-off wall is 
built upstream and downstream, and pipe piles are 
driven into the center. When the huge shells are 
lowered onto their footings, the placement must 
be accurate within !4-inch. 

Once fabricated, the shells are lifted by the 
super gantry crane (see photo) that sits on railroad 
tracks. The crane moves on the tracks into the 
river at a rate of one foot per minute. 

Once in the water, the shells are passed to the 
world’s largest catamaran barge which slowly 
transports them into position. 

Once complete, the project will yield a projected 
economic benefit of $640 million annually. 
Operation and maintenance costs will be reduced, 
and the locks will pass tows with fewer delays. 

Total lockage time will be reduced from five 
hours through Locks and Dams 52 and 53 to less 
than an hour through the Olmsted Locks.

the computer.” 

He went on to say, “This 
process is an experiment that we 
hope will have great promise. 
We are trying to digitize history, 
which has never really been 
done in Hickman County.” 

Every Tuesday for the past 
month, Potter along with 
LaDonna Latham, Norma 
Humphreys, George Pickard, 
and other volunteers spent 
around four hours going through 
the documents. The process has 
been very slow, and there is still 
much to be done. Potter hopes 
that once school starts, students 
needing community service 
hours will take advantage of the 
opportunity to help. 

An exact date has yet to 
be determined as to when 
the Historical Society will be 
completely moved into the new 
location. However, the Farm 
Bureau staff has been working 
with the society, allowing them 
to start moving materials into 
the back of the building. 

Potter and the Historical 
Society will be celebrating 
their 30th anniversary this fall, 
and the group plans to have an 
open house celebration for the 
occasion. The Farm Bureau will 
be relocating to the building that 
housed Grogan’s Restaurant, on 
Highway 51 across from the 
First United Methodist Church. 
Renovations to this building 
will begin in the near future.
